I'lantlnir Wind llreakn. ' 

In many sections a wind-break would 
.be a decided advantage on nearly all 
farms, aud If one Is located where 
small evergreen trees may bo had near 
by, from tho woods, for example, tliey 
maybe transplanted now Willi but-Ilt- 
tlc loss, and especially so If In sections 
where the ralnfoll 1ms beeu copluiis 
dining tho summer. This Is the period 
of root growth with evergreens, so that 
if the young tree is properly ha ud led 
It will live. Select a cloudy day for 
transplanting the trees, and have the 
holes ready for them beforo digging the 
trees. If the ground n round the young 
trees Is not moist, pour n pall of water 
slowly around the roots before dig- 
ging. Then dig carefully down, m 
that the tree may be taken up "with -a 
mound of soil adhering to tlio- roots; 
place it In the hole prepared, All In with 
fine earth, working carefully nrouml 
exposed roots and covering- them well, 
press the soli down firmly until the hole 
Is thrcc-qunrlcrs full; then pour In 
water In sufllclcut quantity to thor- 
oughly wet the roots; a half hour Inter 
fill tho hole to the level of the sur- 
rounding Burfnee with soil, and press, 
down firmly. Largo trees, In sum II. 
numbers, may be successfully trafts-" 
planted In the manner advised.

Auothorls 
that It* dries, out quicker, so that- It can 
bo worked en. rttcr in. the i spring. ' Those 
two statements mny.Bccm coutrndlc- , 
tory, but they are easily reconcile]. 
Tlio water. penetrates through "tbclooso 
furrows to- tho subBollr where It re- 
mains to be' drawn utj by; capillary nt- 
trnctlon as soon ns the ground Is' work- 
ed over with the' disc harrow in tho 
spring, and the surface gets dry' and 
warm. Tho water, being, below the fur- 
row, .does not -make- the ground' as 
cool ot* ns hard to work as if It was 
In tlio surface soli.

The apple crop could be made much 
mSrc proQtnUIo If better core were' 
taken of the ^Inferior fruit, Much of 
the crop tbnt fall* prematurely, could 
be utilized In the manufacture of elder,' 
which lu turn can be disposed of in 
the "form of vinegar nt a- reasonable 
profit. Wormy fruit should be fed to 
farm a u tin n is, more especially hogs, ns 
they not only have a feeding value, 
but handling them In this way tends to 
lessen the number of Insects iu tbe 
future, Mntiy persons mnko the mis- 
take of leaving tholr orchnrd down to 
a tough sod. In the marketing of fruit 
curcfnl sorting Is "always, profitable. 
In the picking season such apples as 
become bruised mny be dried and sold, 
nt a profit If not uiiuiufaeUircd into 
elder. Apples arc exceedingly UcaUh- 
ful and should be used even tn a 
greater extent thnn Is now Uiccasc,

, The importance of using plenty of 
seed -mny be mentioned from the fact 
that only 30 per ceiit germinates on the 
average, The conditions of the soil, 
kind of- seed, Its nye nnd depth of the 
planting must be considered, but the 
rulo to-be observed Is' to use rather 
more seed than too little. 

An excellent time to select seed com 
Is when It Is being husked. All seed 
corn should bo kept In a dry place, and 
If hung up where the nlr can clrcnlata 
through It so much the belter. In 
some sections Beed corn Is Injured In 
winter by severe cold, but this danger 
Is not so great If, tlio seed Is kept dry. 

It Is not a bad plan for any farmer 
lo have some specialty aside froiu his 
regular crops, ir he is not too short for 
help.; Among the things to be suggest- 
ed n Email area In some one fruit 
would bo within /each of all. This, 
would afford a profit In Uie majority, 
of seasons, nnd every now nnd then 
comes a year w lien.. n fruit crop is 
worth it very- band some a inn.

Secretary Hay has taken a determined 
stand against arbitrating the Alaska boun- 
dry discussion with Orcat Britain nnd 
rightly.

British Ship H« , Narrow Escape 
Prom. Complete Destruction. 
Capt, FerguBon:Of the. British steam- 
ship - HeBtla .was , .passing Hatteras,;

In process of formation. at n dlBtanco 
of*300 to 400 yards to wind ward, Tho

Various' References Made to Imple- 
ment of Writing. 
The enrllest references to pens 
(says "Great Thoughts") are probably 
those in the Bible, and arc to he found 
in Judges v. 14, I. Kings xxl. S, Job 
xix, 24, nnd Isaiah vill. 1. But these 
chiefly refer to the Iron stylus which 
cut out the characters In the tablets 
of limestone or soaps tone. There Is 
a reference to pen and Ink In the third 
Epistle of John xlll. 5, which was, writ- 
ten about A. D. 85, and as pens made 
In brass and silver were used In the 
Greek and Roman Empires at that 
time, It Ib probable that a metallic 
pen or reed was alluded to. In the 
Far East, and perhaps In Egypt, the 
camel's hair' pencil was substituted 
for metal implements, but the quills 
of geese and crows were discovered 
to he more useful than cither the reed 
or brush, and were Introduced, It Is 
tzought, about A, D. 66.
